The district justices pay over all their receipts to
the respective governors, by whom the funds are

transmitted to the treasury. Not_a single judge in

the kingdom is allowed to apply the receipts of his

court to the payment of his own salary, or even for |
the purchase of stationery. Such salaries, and

other expenses, are paid out of the appropriations

made by the legislature for that purpose.

I feel no particular interest in the discussion of
the question, as to whether or not it is necessary and
expedient to employ a government auditor, beyond
the eommon interest which every citizen may be sup-
posed to take in any proposed measure, which may
be deemed promotive of the respectability and effi-
ciency of the government. But, I may be allowed
to remark that, any argument or inference, whether
for or against, which is bhased upon a statement so
obvicusly incorrect as that above alluded to, can
never rightly instruet, and can only tend to mislead,
the public mind.

I must beg of you to give publicity to this com-

Two Weeks Later from the United Siates
and Euarepe.
The fine packet Frances Palmer, Capt. Stott, ar-

rived on the 18th inst, 12 days from San Francisco,
bringing papers of the 6th. She brings the U. S.
mails of Aug. 5, a large number of passengers, and
about 150 tons freight.

The news from California does not appear impor-
tant—everything is quiet and business generally im-
proving.

A new line of Niearagua steamers were expected
to be put on the route in October. The line is to be
owned by Chas. Morgan of New-York and C. K. Gar-
rison of San Francisco, both wealthy men. The
Sierra Nvvada, the first of the line is now in San
Francisco. The steamship Orizaba was to leave
New-York Augunst 9, for San Francisco. The Ori-
zaba is represented as a fine ship of 1900 tons, and
is about two years old. Her sailing qualities are
first class, she having made 380 miles per day with
ease. It is expected the new line will run through
from New-York to San Franeisco in 18 days regu-
larly,

The Coroner’s jury in the case of the late railrad
accident at Philadelphia, have found that the colli-
sion was caused through the eriminal negligence of
Alfred Hoppel, conductor of the excursion train, by
hig violation of the regulations of the company.

John W. Geary, formevly of this city, now a resi-
dent of Penusylvania, has been appointed by the Pre-
sidgnt Governor of Kansas, whither he procecded
forthwith. Shannon is to be removed.

The crops throughout the Eastern States as well
as Nova Scotia and Canada, have been excellent this
season, with the exception of corn, and some crops
of later growth, which have suffered by the long
continued drouth in certain sections of the country.

The steamer Empire State, Capt. Brayton, left
Fall River at 7 o’clock, on Saturday, Jaly 26th, for
New York, with abeut 150 passengers, and when
near Point Judith the starboard boiler bust inside,
making little or no noise, sending the steam down
through the grate bars to the blow box, which barst,
when the steam escaped to the deck.
